The mercy airlift from the U.S. cov- 
ered a 9,000 mile round trip distance to the 
southern tip of South America, in an 
area which had not been pre-planned for 
large-scale airlift operations. 

“Operation Amigos” carried three-quar- 
ters of a million tons of emergency equip- 
ment and 665 passengers to Chile—and 
then shuttled much of the equipment 
and passengers to an isolated airstrip 
near disaster-ridden Puerto Montt in 
southern Chile. The remaining equip- 
ment and passengers had to be trans- 
ported by train and truck to Valdivia, 
450 miles south of Santiago. 

The primary military lesson of “Ami- 
gos” was that the aging U:S. airlift force 
must be modernized immediately.

questions, the officer said the BuPers 
spokesman “was confused.” Then why 
had the BuPers spokesman given the 
“exact date” of a reply to Chairman Vip.

Marines Survey Billets To Assure 
Maximum General Officer Rank Eligibility 


HE Marine Corps is evaluating all 
pillets ‘o insure that a maximum 
number 0! officers can meet the new 
requiremert for service on a Joint, Com- 
bined, Allied or OSD Staff for promo- 
tion to one-star rank, 

The list of billets will be submitted 
to the Secretary of the Navy for his 
consideration as fulfilling the Joint Staff 
grvice criteria, 

Detailing of officers by Headquarters 
will take into consideration the need for 


joint duty “and every effort will be made | 
toattempt to qualify the maximum num- 


per of officers. 

“It is realized,” Headquarters said, 
“that the number of subject staff billets 
may be insufficient to permit all eligible 
and outstanding officers to be assigned, 
during their normal careers, to such 
staffs. 

“Therefore, increased reliance must be 
placed upon the use of other qualifying 
billets.” 


In Marine Corps Order 1611.2A, Head- 
quarters directs: “All officers whose past 
duties have included a successful tour 
ina billet which has involved, as part 
of their normal duties, the planning or 
conduct of joint, combined, or allied op- 
erations, or has involved close contact 
and joint effort with officers of other 
Services, foreign nations, or higher 
echelons of our own government, but 
which may not be a matter of official 
record, should take appropriate mieas- 
ures to report such occasions to the 
Commandant for inclusion in their offi- 
cial records.”

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A Welcomed Gift For The Army’s Birthday 


It so happens that the Army Birthday on 14 June comes at a time 
when Congress is completing work on the fiscal ’61 budget. This budget 
will provide millions of dollars in increased funds for Army moderniza- 
tion, compared with the original budget requests submitted to Capitol 
Hill by the Administration in January. The Army also has played a 
prominent role in winning Congressional approval for a multi-million 
dollar airlift modernization program. 

Quietly, and with the tactical skill of a man who knows his way 
about on the political battlefront, Secretary of the Army Wilber M. 
Brucker, a former Governor of Michigan, has led the Army’s successful 
drive to win increased support from Congress. Flanked by General Lyman 
L. Lemnitzer, Chief of Staff, on whom he has called to present professional 
military assessments, Secretary Brucker has stuck by his guns in fighting 
for Army needs. 

On the manpower front, he has held consistently that the Army, to 
fulfill its global missions, needs more soldiers. In the matter of Reserve 
Forces strength, time and again he has demonstrated courage to state 
his conviction that Congress should continue the National Guard and 
Army Reserve at a total strength of 70,000 above that recommended by 
the Administration. 

Secretary Brucker has not sought involvement in any blunderbuss, 
headline-making attacks on decisions of his superiors. He has stated re- 
peatedly that he and the Army will support their implementation with 
complete dedication. He has also stated repeatedly, in answer to questions 
from legislators, what his views are on specific issues, such as moderniza- 
tion and manpower. 

Members of the House and Senate have demonstrated their appre- 
ciation for the Secretary’s courage and candor. They have done this by 
voting increased recognition for the Army. This increased stature on 
Capitol Hill is a birthday present which Secretary Brucker and General 
Lemnitzer share this June with Army members throughout the world.

Gen. Ray Laux, USA, a global 
operation that last year accounted for $895 million in sales. 

The story of the Exchange Service’s importance to military morale 
is not told in the size of its mounting sales. More important is the fact that 
under General Park’s leadership, Army and Air Force exchanges today 
are providing better service to their patrons, members of the Service 
family, and are providing substantial dividends—$61.7 million last year 

for important morale building activities. 

On Capitol Hill and throughout the retailing industry, General Parks 
and his associates have succeeded in winning new votes of confidence for 
the manner in which the Exchange Service performs its mission. Hope- 
fully, it may be possible at a later time to build on this confidence and to 
obtain approval of a liberalized sales list for PX’s in the United States. 

In strengthening the Exchange Service, General Parks has helped 
strengthen the morale and combat effectiveness of our Armed Forces.

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The Senate Hears Rep. Hébert’s Story; But Some Facts Are Missing — 


Chairman Vinson strongly supported the 
measure, On the opening day of the hear- 
ings, however, the Civil Service Com- 
mission blasted the bill and recommended 
“comprehensive revisions,” reciting a 
long list of “specific difficulties” which 
the Commission said it saw in enactment 
of the measure. 

Prohibitions included in the bill, af- 
fecting all Federal employees and offi- 
cials, including members of Congress, 
were so tight, the Commission said, that 
they would prohibit a Government em- 
ployee from even “preparing an income 
tax report for a member of his family.” 
The Commission urged the full Commit- 
tee not to act on the measure “until com- 
prehensive revisions can be considered.” 

The Justice Department also hit some 
of the language in the bill as “too 
broad.” Deputy Attorney General Law- 
rence E, Walsh said it could be inter- 
preted “so as to forbid former officers 
and Defense Department employees from 
taking any position with a company that 
deals with the Armed Forces or that 
deals with another company that in turn 
deals with the Armed Forces, even 
though the former officers or employees 
themselves never come into contact with 
Government personnel,” 

The Defense Department agreed with 
the “general objectives” of the bill, but 
also said the language was “too broad.” 
Members of the Committee also attacked 
the measure, as did the House Post Of- 
fice and Civil Service Committee. 

Despite the criticism, however, Chair- 
man Vinson, noting that he had read 
and studied the bill carefully, said: “I 
think this bill is necessary and I think 
the way the committee (the Hébert Sub- 
committee) approached it is on sound 
ground, And I think every member of 
the committee can understand it.” He 
ordered that the bill be read, section 
by section. 

As the reading proceeded, members of 
the Committee began to raise objections 
to the language and the objectives of 
some of the _ sections. Congressman 
Hébert stated that the language of the 
bill, as drafted by his subcommittee, was 
“merely a vehicle for us to discuss it 
here and refine the language and refine 
the bill on what we want to do.” 


ZPRESENTATIVE F. Edward Hébert 

R (D-La) is “trying to protect the mil- 
itary from the finger of suspicion.” 
This is what he told the Senate Armed 
services Committee 2 June when he tried 
to persuade the Senators to over-rule the 
House and vote criminal penalties for 
retired officers who take defense indus- 
try sales jobs and the contractors who 
employ them. 

Congressman Hébert created the im- 
pression that the institution of criminal 
penalties for defense contractors is his 

reatest concern, He said if a man is to 
be penalized for taking a bribe, a pen- 
alty also should be imposed on the bribe- 
giver, He indicated that he was deeply 
disappointed because the House had “no 
opportunity” to vote on this important 
question. 

Congressman Hébert failed to point out 
to the Senators that neither his original 
bill nor the report of his own Investiga- 
tions Subcommittee proposed such a pen- 
alty for contractors, The subject was not 
raised during consideration of the Hébert 
measure by the full House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee. 

It was only after the full Committee 
had rewritten the Hébert bill and it had 
been sent to the floor by a vote of 34-1 
that Congressman Hébert developed the 
theme that criminal penalties should be 
enforced against both the retired officer 
and the contractor. 

Other views expounded by Congress- 
man Hébert during his Senate Armed 
Services Committee appearance, also 
merit analysis, Here are some of the 
statements made by the Congressman, 
(in bold.face type) and some of the facts 
which were not brought out in the Sen- 
ate hearing: 


No Opposition? 

Senator Strom Thurmond (D-SC) asked 
what arguments were advanced by Con- 
gressman Hébert’s opponents, The Con- 
gressman replied, “There were none. Mr, 
Vinson (Chairman Carl Vinson, (D-Ga) 
of the House Armed Services Committee) 
walked in and said, ‘WHOOOM! This is

Chairman Vinson “Restores” Committee 
Control, Senator Smith Still Sharp 


ANY fascinating gimmicks have been used by both sides in the .ight over the 

Hébert Bill and the kind of controls to be imposed upon retired military officers 
who take sales jobs with defense industries. One of these was the House parlia- 
mentary decision which ruled “out of order’ Congressman F. Edward Hébert’s 
attempt to amend the bill on the House floor by adding criminal penalties. Such 
penalties come under Title 18 of the U.S. Code, Since the Committee-approved bill 
made no mention of Title 18, the ruling against Congressman Hébert was based 
= the fact that the amendment was not “germaine” to the subject matter of the 
ill. 

There also was some talk about whether or not the Committee on Armed Serv- 
ces had “jurisdiction” over Title 18 matters, Later, Congressman Hébert (THE 
JourNaL, 30 April) took advantage of this ruling to kill temporarily a Pentagon 
Proposal to ease the financial burden of Service members who win fellowships, 
scholarships and similar awards, Congressman Hébert took over the Chair during 
hearings on the Scholarship bill and when he learned that it involved Title 18, 
he Immediately ruled that the Committee had no jurisdiction. 

There the matter rested until Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of the Armed 
Services Committee appeared before a House Judiciary Subcommittee to oppose a 
new Hébert bill imposing the criminal penalties for which Congressman Hébert 
failed to win backing within his own Committee, Chairman Vinson noted that 
Congressman Hébert has quoted him as saving that the Armed Servicés Committee 
has “no jurisdiction over the criminal code,” although he, “at no time” has ever 
made such a statement. “The Committee on Armed Services most certainly has 
Jurisdiction over the applicability of the criminal code” insofar as it pertains to 
active or retired members of the Armed Forces, civilian employees of the De- 
fense Department, and Defense Department contractors, Chairman Vinson declared.

The wrangling continued, however, 
with members heatedly rejecting certain 
features of the bill, offering amendments 
and opposing the overall philosophy of 
the measure on the basis that no “in- 
fluence peddling” had been uncovered. 

Finally, Chairman Vinson banged the 
gavel and delivered a little lecture to 
the Committee. He said: “Every member 
of the Committee knows that this should 
be dealt with by statute, And the House 
knows it.” He recalled that an appropri- 
ations rider had barely missed passage 
in the previous session, “and it would 
have passed, had it not been stated that 
this Committee was going to deal with 
that subject matter. And if we don’t deal 
with it, then when the appropriation bill 
comes up this year, it will be offered 
again, and the House is not going to sit 
quietly by and let big contracts be let 
in the Department of Defense on account 
of influence or even if the House thinks 
there is influence.” 

He told the members, “Now, you better 
deal with it now, and you better deal 
with it in an intelligent manner.” There 
was a chorus of “Mr. Chairman” from 
members who wished to speak. Repre- 
sentative L. Mendel Rivers (D-SC) was 
recognized, He wanted to know if this 
meant that Mr. Vinson subscribed to 
statements that retired officers had been 
involved in influence peddling. He asked, 
“Have those things been proved by those 
(the Hébert) hearings?” Chairman Vin- 
son said the Committee “is not warranted 
at any time in making any recommenda- 
tion unless there are some facts to justi- 
fy and warrant it.” When the members 
of the Hébert Subcommittee reported the 
bill, he said, “I am satisfied that they had 
sufficient facts to deal with this subject 
matter and every phase of it.” 

The hearings continued on their stormy 
course, however, with members contin- 
uing to object to various features of the 
bill, particularly the new criminal provi- 
sions, Finally, on the third day of the 
hearings, when objections again were 
raised to the criminal provisions, Chair- 
man Vinson advised that he would offer 
a motion to “strike all those sections 
out.” This, he subsequently did, and the 
motion carried by a vote of 20-4. Other 
sections of the bill, meanwhile, had been 
amended by votes of 23-2 and 20-2, The 
revamped measure was approved by the 
Committee nine days later by a vote of 


34-1, 


Administration Support? 


During the Senate Armed Services 
Committee hearings, Congressman 


Hébert said his proposal to strengthen 
the criminal penalties had the backing 
of the Administration. 


When the Congressman made a similar 
claim during the House floor debate, Re- 
publican Whip Leslie Arends (Ill), rank- 
ing minority member of the House 
Armed Services Committee, threw cold 
water on the statement. He told Con- 
gressman Hébert he understood “they 
voiced no opposition to your position, 
neither did they endorse it.” Congress- 
man Arends normally can be counted on 


to give the White House position when- 
ever the Administration wants to demon- 
strate its backing for legislation before 
the House, 

Representative Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex) 
also downgraded Congressman Hébert’s 
statement with the charge that the so- 
called “Administration” position was the 
position of a White House staffer and 
not that of the President, himself. 


President Concerned? 


Congressman Hébert also told the Sen- 
ate Committee that the President is con- 
cerned about “influence peddling” by re- 
tired officers, as evidenced by his charges 
that a “munitions lobby” is operating in 
the Nation’s Capitol. 

This statement, made repeatedly by the 
Congressman during his Subcommittee 
investigation, was compared with the 
original transcript of the President’s 
press conference statement in THE Jour- 
NAL issue of 8 August. The “munitions 
lobby” question was raised during a 
White House news conference by Mrs. 
Ruth Montgomery of the Hearst News- 
papers, Another reporter had inquired 
about the Bomarc-Nike Hercules quarrel 
then raging in the Congress. 

The President explained that the Pen- 
tagon was re-studying the entire air de- 
fense set-up. Mrs. Montgomery then 
asked: “Mr. President, following up on 
that same question, several Senators said 
that lately you have spoken out rather 
sharply to them about what you have 
termed the munitions lobby, which you 
feel has been bringing some pressure on 
some of the Congressmen to try to change 
your defense program and plan. Could 
you comment on that?” 

The President replied: “Well, I don’t 
know who has a right to carry outside 
the White House any remarks I have 
been making, and to make those remarks 
public property. That is supposed to be 
a little bit of a private place over there, 
although maybe not always, I don’t think 
I have used that word, Miss Montgom- 
ery, in public, I do say this: I may have, 
but I am not saying I didn’t, but I don’t 
believe I have. I do say this: But there 
is obviously political and financial con- 
siderations getting into this argument, 
rather than merely military ones, and 
that is produced when people have to 
advertise very strongly about a particular 
thing companies do—obviously some- 
thing besides the strict military needs 
of the country are becoming influenced 
decisions.” 

There was no hint of “influence ped- 
dling” by retired military officers in 
either the question or the answer, nor 
has the President since expressed him- 
self on the subject. Following the ap- 
pearance of this story in THE JouRNAL, 
the Hébert Subcommittee, in its own re- 
port, downgraded the charge that the 
President is concerned about such “in- 
fluence peddling.” 

Here is what the Subcommittee said 
in the report: “Later, the President of 
the United States expressed concern over 
rivalry between two defense contractors

A NEW “CODE OF ETHICAL CONDUCT” 
for active and retired officers will be promul- 
gated by the Pentagon. The directive, nearing 
final review by Secretary Gates, will furnish 
guidance for active duty officers who must de- 
termine whether or not it is ethical to accept 
entertainment from business firms handling de- 
fense contracts. The Code also will establish 
firmer ground rules for retired officers who ac- 
cept employment with defense contractors. 


NEED FOR SUCH A CODE was pointed up 
by the Hébert House Armed Services Investi- 
gations Subcommittee, which “urgently  re- 
quested” such action early this year. The Penta- 
gon says it had the matter under study prior to 
that time. The proposed directive subsequently 
was “revised and reviewed.” 


LACK OF LEADERSHIP IN MILITARY 
MANPOWER matters was manifested again 
this week when Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Charles C. Finucane told the Senate Armed 
Services Committee (see Page 1) that it will be 
“fine” with the Pentagon if Congress wants to 
impose either court-martial or criminal penalties 
on retired officers who take sales jobs with de- 
fense industries. The Secretary told Congress 
earlier in the session that the Pentagon would 
be “perfectly agreeable” if the legislators accept 
President Eisenhower’s recommended recompu- 
tation plan for retired pay. 


THE SERVICES WILL WONDER WHY 
SECRETARY GATES has not insisted that his 
manpower chief take a firm position in Capitol 
Hill testimony. Congressional leaders under- 
standably become confused by spineless Penta- 
gon statements which leave them in doubt as to 
the desired objectives of the White House and 
Defense Department. 


SECRETARY FINUCANE did nothing to 
help the cause of Chairman Carl Vinson 
(D-Ga) of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, who is fighting to get a court-martial 
law on the statute books, The effort is being 
made to prevent Congress from enacting 
other, more damaging restrictions. 


LOST FROM SIGHT during maneuvering over 
the retired officer employment bill was the de- 
termination with which Chairman Carl Vinson 
(D-Ga) of the House Armed Services Committee 
fought for the views of Representative F. Ed- 
ward Hébert (see Page 13) until it became 
clear that other members of the full Committee 
could not reach accord on the controversial 
measure. It was not until the Committee had al- 
most reached an impasse on the bill that Chair- 
man Vinson took the dramatic step of expunging 
the criminal penalties which were in hot dispute. 


THE ARMY’S NEW DENTAL CHIEF, Col. 
Joseph L. Bernier, who will be promoted to ma- 
jor general 1 August, will find it no problem to 
write papers in his new post. He is the author 
of more than 80 publications, mainly in the field 
of oral pathology in which he is a_ world- 
renowned authority. Unusual for a Service offi- 
ficer, he is a Professor at Georgetown University 
in Washington, D. C., and a Visiting Professor 
at the Jefferson Medical College in Philadelphia. 


THE DIRECTOR OF OFFICE PROMO- 
TIONS in the Bureau of Naval Personnel, 
Capt. Lloyd H. McAlpine, on 30 June will assume 
duties as the Senior Naval Officer at MATS 
Headquarters, Scott AFB, Ill. He will succeed 
Capt. Albert H. Wilson, who retires. About 
4000 Navy men are assigned to MATS missions, 
primarily in Naval Air Transport Wings at Mc- 
Guire AFB, N. J., and Moffett NAS, Calif. 


EUGENE M. MCLEMORE, JR., son of 
SFC and Mrs. McLemore of 2 Holiday Cir- 
cle, Columbia, S. C., enters West Point next 
month, He chose the Army after being ac- 
cepted for all four Service Academies. 


THE “TWIN ADMIRAL” STAR PROBLEM 
will be on the agenda for study by the Pentagon’s 
new committee on personnel legislation. This 
concerns the practice of giving all Navy cap- 
tains promoted to rear admiral two-stars, while 
their counterparts in the other Services, who go 
from colonel to brigadier general, wear only one 
star. As Army CofS, President Eisenhower was 
concerned with this prestige advantage for Navy 
officers. He still is. 


NAVY REAR ADMIRALS move automati- 
cally from lower-half (brigadier general) to 
upper half (major general). In the other 
Services, including the Marine Corps, one- 
star officers must face another selection 
round to reach two-star status. 


CATEGORY II TESTING has been completed 
at Eglin AFB, Fla., on the Air Force’s new 
Mach 2 fighter-bomber, the Republic F-105B. Lt. 
Col. Robert R. Scott led the 335th Tactical 
Fighter Squadron in completing the test mis- 
sions, supervised by Col. H. A. Paxton, jr., As- 
sistant Deputy CofS for Staff Test at the Air 
Proving Ground Center. In the Category II 
tests, the aircraft, its subsystems and com- 
ponents are evaluated under closely simulated 
tactical conditions. The 335th will conduct sim- 
ilar tests on the advanced model, the F-105D. 


A CONFLICT OF ARMY POLICIES is fa- 
cilitating the separation, of personnel placed on 
the temporary disability retired list. Army 
Medical Service policy is to restore men on the 
TDRL to duty. But when the time comes for 
them to be restored to active duty, it is the 
policy of the Army Adjutant General’s Office 
to inform them that there are no active-duty 
billets available, and then discharge them from 
the Service with separation pay. Many separated 
this way are within a few years of retirement. 
Navy and Air Force officials say that their Serv- 
ices do not follow the Army policy with re- 
spect to TDRL personnel. 


THE NEW USMA SUPERINTENDENT, Maj. 
Gen. William C. Westmoreland, who has been 
in command of the 101st Airborne Division at 
Ft. Bragg, N. C., will go to West Point with 
an honorary degree of Doctor of Military Sci- 
ence. It was awarded 4 June at The Citadel by 
General Mark W. Clark, USA-Ret., President. 
Also present for the ceremonies, at which Gen- 
eral Westmoreland delivered the commencement 
address, was Brig. Gen. George R. E. Shell, who 
retires from the Marines this month to become 
V.M.I. Superintendent at Lexington, Va. Col. 
A. G. D. Wiles, head of The Citadel’s English 
Department, received an honorary Doctor of 
Literature degree, prior to his departure for the 
Presidency of Newberry College. 


FURTHER ACTION IS ANTICIPATED in 
the Senate to increase Army Modernization 
funds. This was forecast by Senator Dennis 
Chavez (D-NM), Chairman of the Military Ap- 
propriations Subcommittee, which this week (see 
Page 36) recommended a $760 million total in- 
crease in military spending above the House bill, 
and $1 billion more than proposed by the Admin- 
istration. There was no question that the recent 
blasts of Premier Khrushchev against the United 
States figured in the Senate Committee action. 


THE SENATE COMMITTEE proposed 
a $280 limit on allowances of Service 
family education overseas. The present ceil- 
ing is $265. The Administration asked for 
$285. The House approved $270.

RISING WAGE SCALES for foreign 
citizens employed in PX’s overseas are a 
cause for some concern. It is possible that 
wage rates being worked out with foreign 
officials could see a $2 million annual increase 
in PX operating costs. 


THE CASE OF COMMANDER RAWLINS of 
the Navy, who has been seeking review of his 
WWII passovers for selection to captain, may 
take a definitive turn, at last, as a result of the 
intervention of Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga.) 
of the House Armed Services Committee (see 
Page 7). A group of senior officers, including 
Admiral Robert B. Carney, USN-Ret., former 
CNO,. have contended that Commander Rawlins 
suffered an injustice because the selection panels 
lacked full records. The matter has been taken 
up on numerous occasions during the past decade 
by the House and Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittees. On three occasions, the Senate has 
passed legislation in the Commander’s behalf.

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Senate Asks Pentagon Views On Officer Employment

Reservists subject to the court-martial 
provisions of the Uniform Code of Mili- 
tary Justice. 

Congressman Hébert urged the Sen- 
ate Committee ~ adopt the criminal 
penalties of another measure which he 
has sponsored and which is under con- 
sideration by the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee. He also said he would be willing 
to see the proposal broadened to include 
retired Reservists and to contain a 
definition of “sales.” 


DoD “Agreeable”’ 


Both of the latter changes were 
recommended to the Committee by Sec- 
reary Finucane. He said the Defense 
Department would be willing to accept 


either the court-martial plan recom- 
mended by Chairman Vinson and ap- 
proved by the House, or the Hébert 


criminal-penalty plan, Whichever meth- 
od Congress elects will be agreeable 
with the Pentagon, he said. 

At the conclusion of the hearings, 
Chairman Russell asked Secretary Finu- 
cane to have Pentagon General Counsel 
J. Vincent Burke, jr., study the changes 
recommended by both Chairman Vinson 
and Congressman Hébert, as well as the 
entire transcript of the Senate hearings, 
and give the Senate Committee his 
views. : 

The Senate Chairman observed, as he 
ended the hearings, that the problem is 
one which “on the surface cries out for 
immediate remedy, but when you get 
into it, it has thousands of facets.”” He 
left the impression that there is no easy 
solution, 

Chairman Vinson, of the House Com- 
mittee, the lead-off witness, urged 
the Senators not to take the “drastic 
step” of adopting criminal penalties to 
be imposed against retired officers who 
take defense industry sales jobs, until 
the suggested House solution “has been 
given an opportunity to prove or dis- 
prove itself.” 

Asked about the Defense Department 
proposal to include retired Reservists 


as 








under the penalty provisions of the bill, 
Chairman Vinson said “there appears 
to be no reason why a Reserve officer 
receiving retired pay should not be 
subject to the Uniform Code of Military 
Justice” in the same manner as a Regu- 
lar retired officer. He offered the Senate 
Committee a suggested amendment to 
accomplish this purpose. 

In response to questions by Chairman 
Russell, Chairman Vinson said he would 
be agreeable to an amendment to the 
bill which would spell out the defini- 
tion of “selling,” as well as an amend- 
ment to restrict the application of the 
bill only to officers in the rank of colo- 
nel or above. He offered the Commit- 
tee a suggested definition of “selling” 
which could be included in the bill. 

Congressman Hébert attacked the 
court-martial provisions of the House- 
approved bill as ineffective and urged 
the Senators to impose criminal penal- 
ties on retired officers who take de- 
fense industry sales jobs as well as the 
contractor who employs them. 


“Old Class Reunion” 


He repeated a charge which he had 
made during the House floor debate that 
a court-martial for a general officer 
would be “like an old class reunion.” 

Congressman Hébert said he could re- 
call no recent case in which a general 
officer had been tried by court-martial. 
“I don’t believe there has been one 
since Billy Mitchell,” he said. 

He told the Committee his proposed 
criminal sanctions are “authorized by 
the Administration.” 

In answer to a statement by Chairman 
Vinson that no evidence of “influence 
peddling” had been uncovered, Con- 
gressman Hébert said while it is true 
that his Subcommittee “did not  pin- 
point a single violation, we could have 
gone beyond the scope of the inquiry 
and indicted some people.” He said this 


| was not the desire of his Subcommit- 
tee, however. 
Chairman’ Russell, observing that 


“some of the finest skills in the country 
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are possessed by members of the Armed 
Forces,” asked if Congressman Hébert 
objected to retired officers being em- 
ployed in a production capacity in de- 
fense industries. 

The Congressman replied that it is 
not the intent of his proposal “to de- 
prive the Nation of these skills.” What 
he is trying to do, he said, is to “pro- 
tect the military from the finger of 
suspicion.” 


Dual Penalty Asked 


Although there is widespread feeling 
that “influence peddling” is going on 
“in a broad sense,’ Congressman Hé- 
bert said, “I do not agree. I think it is 
limited.” However, if retired officers are 
to be penalized for taking sales jobs 
with defense contractors, he said, the 
same penalties should be extended to 
the contractors themselves. 

Those who oppose the criminal penal- 
ties, Congressman Hébert said, are those 
“who want to _ sell something.” He 
charged that concern about the prob- 
lem “reaches into the White House, it- 
self,” and that the President first di- 
rected attention to the problem with 
his statement about a “munitions lobby.” 

Senator Strom Thurmond = (D-SC) 
asked Congressman Hébert: “What were 
the arguments advanced by your op- 
ponents.” The Congressman said there 
were “none.” 

Secretary Finucane said the Pentagon 
is in “general agreement” with the pur- 
pose of the House-passed bill, but thinks 
there should be uniformity of treatment 
for retired Regulars and retired Reserv- 
ists, He said the Defense Department 
has “no objection” to the provisions of 
the Hébert measure, now before the 
House Judiciary group, “which would 
make long-time Reservists subject to 
certain criminal penalties.” 


Problem For “Primes’’ 


The Pentagon manpower chief said the 
Department “is particularly concerned 
with and objects to” the provisions of 
the bill which require Defense contrac- 
tors to furnish a listing of retired offi- 
cers in their employ each time they 
receive a contract, unless such informa- 
tion already is on file. He said the bur- 
den on prime contractors to obtain simi- 
lar information from their subcontrac- 
tors also would be heavy. He cited the 
case of one Defense contractor who 
utilized 3300 subcontractors on a single 
missile program. 

“This requirement,” Secretary Finu- 
cane said, “could place an appreciable 
administrative burden and indeed fi- 
nancial risk on defense contractors and 
would undoubtedly result in a reluctance 
or refusal on their part to consider the 
employment of any retired officer.” 

Enactment of the provision, he said, 
“would unduly prejudice the employ- 
ment opportunities afforded retired offi- 
cers and the defense effort would stand 
to lose valuable skills which these men 
have developed over their years of hon- 
orable service with the Armed Forces.” 

Mr. Finucane said the Pentagon recog- 
nizes the validity and desirability of the 
House-approved “enrollment” procedures 
and “highly approves” of any require- 
ment which Congress demands of either 
the retired officer, the Department of De- 
fense, or both, but “strongly recom- 
mends” that enrollment responsibilities 
not be “extended to the 
tractor.”

with half tiie airplanes” if MATS had 
modern eq! pment. Many of the MATS 
gireraft ré tired from 30 to 48 hours 
to traverse ihe 4,500-mile distance from 
the U.S. to Chile. The planes used were 
¢-124 Globeinasters and C-118 transports. 

The first C-118 passenger flight from 
the U.S. took over 35 hours to fly from 
andrews AFB, Md., to Santiago, with no 
time lost for the normal 12-hour crew 
rest. Many others were forced to take a 
hour crew rest in Lima, Peru, before 
they could fly on to Santiago. 

All aircraft flew the mission with aug- 
mented crews, and with crew duty time 
extended to 37 hours before a crew rest 
was mandatory. 

With modern aircraft, only one 
ing stop would have been needed 
way to Chile, instead of the two 
ings in Panama and Peru. Each 
refuelings added at least an 
ground time to the flight.

Nuclear Reactors Branch of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, Washington, D. C., 
as his first duty station, 


High Goals Set 
For USAF A Class 


HE U. S. Air Force Academy’s Class 

of ’60 heard Secretary Dudley C. 
Sharp declare on 8 June at Colorado 
Springs that “some of you may well 
be faced with the problem of establish- 
ing bases on other planets.” 

The newly commissioned lieutenants 
were told that the Air Force is under- 
going a “vast reorganization.” 

Secretary Sharp said: “You are leav- 
ing the academic halls and _ starting 
your careers at a particularly exhilarat- 
ing and yet portentous time in the 
world’s history. Ahead lies the excite- 
ment of new adventures in science and 
technology.” 

Recounting the current changes in the 
Air Force, Secretary Sharp said: “We 
are changing our force structure, our 
procurement, our priorities and our 
personnel skills to accommodate an 
ever-increasing number of missile units. 
We are establishing vast new missile 
bases and closing manned aircraft bases. 

“While we do not yet know the op- 
timum ratio between missiles and 
manned aircraft in our forces of the 
future,” the Secretary declared, “each 
system has its advantages and each can 
perform essential functions that others 
cannot. Thus, we are certain that we 
will have both type weapons in our in- 
ventory as far into the future as we 
can see.” 

The USAFA Class of '61 was told that 
“you must never allow the narrow view 
of apparent Service interest to blind 
you to your basic duty—to cooperate 
with the other Services, and all depart- 
ments of Government, to the end that 
we will have in this Nation an ade- 
quate total Defense force to achieve 
our National goals.” 

Concluding his address, the Air Force 
Secretary told the new officers: “We 
live in desperate times, my friends, Our 
foe is the most formidable one ever 
faced by any nation in history. We are 
threatened economically, ideologically 
and militarily. We will meet this chal- 
lenge—and survive—only if we in Amer- 
ica pull together as a great National 
Defense Team. Only by this means can 
the Free World remain free.”

Approximately 425 permanent lieuten- 
ant colonels will be considered for per- 
manent promotion this month, although 
they have not previously been eligible 
for increased rank under the temporary 
system. 

Since insignia change promotions to 
permanent colonel are not considered de 
sirable, these officers will be eligible for 
future temporary promotions. 

Historically, with few exceptions, there 
have been few insignia change promo- 
tions to Regular permanent colonel, 

Officers eligible for consideration by 
the board which meets 20 June, who de 
sire to submit written communications, 
are advised to insure that letters reach 
Headquarters before the board convenes 
Letters should be addressed direct to 
Headquarters, USAF, Attn: PMP4.

at any time has been junior” to him for 
promotion purposes. 

The “hump” act, however, provided 
that the commissioned service of a non- 
Academy officer (for purposes of invol- 
untary retirement and separation) would 
be based on the service of an Academy 
who “has been 


or NROTC officer con- 
tinuously junior” to him. 

This means that large numbers of 
officers scheduled for involuntary re- 


tirement under the “hump” act cannot 
be retired because there is no Naval 
Academy or NROTC graduate who has 
been “continuously” junior to them, who 
has not lost numbers or precedence, and 
who has the requisite minimum number 
of years of total commissioned service 
for retirement. 

In adding the proviso to the “hump” 
act, Congress had something entirely 
different in mind. The section was in- 
tended to prevent the early retirement 
of certain Marine Corps majors whose 
promotion to lieutenant colonel the 
Corps desired to accelerate, 

Without the proviso, the Marines con- 
would have 


cerned, upon promotion, 
been credited with additional construc- 
tive service which would have forced 
their early retirement. 

When it turned out that the section 
also would bar the forced retirement 


of a large number of other non-Academy 
officers, the Navy asked the Comptroller 


General if it would be possible (since 
the language was clearly not intended 
as such a bar) to go ahead and retire 
the officers, anyway. 


The Comptroller ruled that the stat- 
ute, because of legal technicalities, must 
be “applied literally to all officers em- 


braced within its language.”

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Aerojet Will Build” 
Hybrid Rocket 


The, Navy has awarded Aerojet-Gen- 
eral Corporation a $580,000 contract to ex- 
plore a revolutionary approach to rock- 
et power plants—a “hybrid” rocket. 

Designed to combine the best features 
of present liquid and solid-propellant 
rocket power plants, a successful hybrid 
propulsion system would “offer advan- 
tages of significantly greater ranges for 
conventional weapons, provide the start- 
stop and variable thrust capability need- 
ed for space missions and give propulsion 
scientists much greater latitude in se- 
lecting the best possible fuels and oxi- 
dizers for optimum propulsion systems,” 
the Navy said. 

The contract represents the first large- 
scale attempt by a government agency to 
combine the high performance capabili- 
ties of liquid propellants with the sim- 
plicity and compactness of solid fuels. Es- 
sentially, the hybrid rocket would employ 
a liquid oxidizer which would be sprayed 
into a core of solid fuel. 

This method would give the vital start- 
stop and variable thrust capabilities 
needed for advanced weapon systems and 
space missions. ’ 

Current liquid propellant rocket en- 
gines burn a combination of liquid oxi- 
dizers and liquid fuels. This requires sep- 
arate tanks, valves and pumps for the two 
liquids, The hybrid rocket would be much 
simpler since it would eliminate one com- 
plete system.

Details On New Weapon Are Told 


({t was announced this week that the | 
RAF would use the Sky Bolt air-launched | 


ballistic missile. Here is the text of a 
newly issued Pentagon fact sheet on the 
weapon). 


The United States Air Force is enter- 
ing a new era of global mobility for Amer- 
ica’s defense forces with the develop- 
ment of the GAM-87A Sky Bolt air- 
launched ballistic missile. 

The Sky Bolt will give the Air Force 
a deterrent weapon system of major 
proportions through its ability to deliver 
a nuclear weapon from a highly mobile, 
nearly undetectable launching point. 

Launched from airborne bombers of 
the B-52 type, the Sky Bolt will be de- 
signed to blast to a ballistic trajectory 
above the atmosphere and race at hyper- 
sonic speeds to a pre-determined target 
over 1000 miles away. 

Among the many advantages of such 
a weapon system would be its ability to 
remain aloft on alert status within rela- 
tively close range of an aggressor; to be 
invulnerable to destruction by surface- 
to-surface ballistic missiles, and, through 
its ability to remain “hidden” from an 
aggressor, to formidably discourage sur- 
prise attack plans. 

The rapid growth of missile technol- 
ogies during the latter half of the 1950's 
prompted the Air Force to initiate a 
study program aimed at development of 
a long range, air-launched missile sys- 
tem, In October of 1957, major missile 
manufacturers were invited to study this 
concept for the Air Force. 

The studies clearly demonstrated the 
feasibility of such a system and in Janu- 
ary of 1959, the Air Force asked the con- 
tractors for proposals. 

The Air Research and Development 
Command at Wright-Patterson AFB 
studied the proposals and on 26 May 
1959 awarded a contract to the Douglas 
Aircraft Company to develop an air- 
launched ballistic missile (ALBM) sys- 
tem. 

In August of 1959, Douglas awarded a 
subcontract to Aerojet-General Corpora- 
tion for development of the Sky Bolt’s 
propulsion system. The next month, 
General Electric received a contract for 
the re-entry vehicle, and in October, 
Nortonics Division of Northrop Corpora- 





tion was awarded the guidance system 
contract, 

And on 5 February 1960, the Air Force 
signalled the go-ahead for hardware de- 
velopment of the system by Douglas. 

During the early stages of the missile’s 
evolution, Boeing Airplane Company 
will assist Douglas to develop the sys- 
tem's compatability with the B-52 bomb- 
er. Other major contractors and govern- 
ment agencies located across the nation 
are being called upon to participate in 
additional phases of the program. 

The Sky Bolt is programmed to enter 
the Air Force in 1964,

Aerospace Industry Profits Dip To New Low; 
Sharp Rise In R&D Costs A Problem 


EWLY released data from the Se- 

curities and Exchange Commission 
reveals that aerospace industry profits 
last year dropped to a new low of 15% 
on sales, compared with a 4.5% average 
in all manufacturing operations. me 


On rate of profit to net worth, the 
yerospace industry accounted for a re- 
turn of 8%, compared with a national 
manufacturing average of 9.6%. 

Earnings of the aerospace industry 
have declined steadily since 1955 when 
net income was 3.8% of sales, 


Principal reason for this decline ac- 
ording to the Aerospace Industries As- 
gciation, has been the technological 
urge of the past five years. This has 
yen an end to volume production runs, 
the prime source of earnings. 

Overhead costs for research and de- 
velopment and new facilities have in- 
reased sharply. 

In the case of an intercontinental bal- 
istic missile, R&D accounts for 60 per 
ent of the total weapon dollar. 

The Associaton noted that although 
the floor space area required for the 
aerospace industry today is only half 
that required three years ago, facilities 
are a prime problem, The old high-bay 
areas for aircraft production cannot be 
economically adapted to production 
methods today which require precise 
temperature controls, rigid inspection, 
checking and testing operations, New 
facilities must be built which cost at 
least three times as much, on a square 
foot basis, as the old facilities. 

To counter the widespread impression 
that the Government bears the cost for 
these facilities, the association reported 
these facts. In 1957, approximately $780 
million was expended for new facilities 
in the areospace industry. Of this 
amount, about $515 million, or 66%, came
